The co mmittee's sto ry, bo lstered by do cumented 
ev idence, recalls the panicky and almo st fo rgo tten 
days when Ro mmel and his Nazis were ro lling o n to 
Cairo with little pro spect o f being sto pped King Ibitj 
Baud started playing hard to get abo ut that time.
